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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1,3-25, and 31-35 are allowed. 

2. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 3- 
25, and 31-35 are allowable because of the control system and food slicer apparatus 
including an encoder arrangement associated with a pivot link and including a mask 
element, a light source, a photo-detector, and a controller as set forth in the claims. 
None of the prior art cited discloses an apparatus that Incorporates the use of a control 
system and food slicer apparatus including an encoder arrangement associated with a 
pivot link and including a mask element with a plurality of window regions, a light source 
for directing light at the window regions, and a photo-detector positioned to receive the 
light and then transfer an output to a controller to track the movement of a food slicer 
carriage. Therefore, in view of what has been stated above, the claims are allowable 
over the art of record.
